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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art still discloses the claimed invention. 
The first agrument deals with the use of satellite systems which Obradovich discloses on Iine16, on column 7. The argument states that the 
thin spray on layer of Watchko would not be sufficient for an L-band transmitter and higher heat and that this would be readily apparent to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. The examiner agrees that modification of the thickness of the layer would be necessary for higher heat loads 
and that this would be recognized by one of ordinary skill in the art and, applicant has mentioned already as being readily apparent to one 
of ordinary skill in the art, is an obvious modification well within the routine skill in the art. Hence, this combination of prior art still renders 
the claimed invention obvious. The second argument psecifically points to claim 29 and the arrangement of parts of the invention. The 
simple arrangement of parts within and invention is a design choice and well within the ordinary skill in the art unless some unexpected 
result is achieved. Watchko already discusses that it is well known in the prior art to isolate noisy components from other components in 
paragraph 3. The remaining arguments all refer back to the issues already addressed above. 
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
